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BRAZIL 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND TRADE 
OUTLOOK 


The year 1930 has been one of ever deepening de. 
pression, writes the Second Commercial Secretary, 
H.M. Embassy, Rio de Janeiro, in his *Report on 
Economic Conditions in Brazil. The fall in coffee prices 
which began in 1929, obscuring the prospects for 193) 
with a cloud of gloomy foreboding, continued tlirough. 
out the year, and though a complete collapse was 
averted by the flotation of a loan to the Coffee Defence 
Institute, the terms of this loan, involving the liquida. 
tion of vast stocks, seem to preclude the possibility of 
a substantial price recovery for at least the present 
and the coming season. The full effect of low coffee 
prices will be understood when it is remembered that 
three-quarters of the prosperity of Brazil is dependent 
directly upon coffee exports. 


In addition to the embarrassments arising from the 
cotfee crisis and accentuated by the world-wide depres. 
sion, the imminence of the Presidential Elections and 
the general uncertainty in political affairs inevitably 
exercised a disturbing influence upon commerce and in. 
dustry. These internal and political alarums cul- 
minated in a nation-wide revolution which practically 
brought to a standstill the march of ordinary financial 
and commercial affairs. 

The insistence in the new Government’s programme 
upon the necessity of encouraging the development of 
primary sources of wealth, and the significant reference 
to the undesirable consequences of creating artificial 
industries, indicate that it recognises that the country’s 
future prosperity, not less than immediate recovery 
from the present depression, must be based upon the 
development of natural resources and particularly upon 
an increased production of a diversified range of agricul- 
tural products. 

It is equally evident that a clear understanding 
exists of the unwisdom of creating, by means of high 
tariff rates, industries for whose existence there is no 
sound economic reason. Such industries operate inevit- 
ably to disintegrate the social organisation of the 
country, firstly by attracting workers from the land and 
thus creating an unstable labour surplus in the large 
cities, and secondly by increasing the cost of living. 
Iixperience also shows that these unsound industries 
can only live by constant additions to the tariff wall, 
that as the tariffs rise the number of factories naturally 
increase; over-production follows, ending, for want of 
any outlet for the surplus production, in commercial 
failures and widespread unemployment. At the same 
time the capital, instead of being reproductively em- 
ployed in the development of national communications 
and the exploitation of natural resources, is fruitlessly 
dissipated. 

[f the economic ideals enumerated in the declaration 
of policy are followed up, a rapid emergence from the 
present difficulties will undoubtedly result, for the past 
has shown the recuperative capacity of the country. 
The accomplishment of this programme, furthermore, 
would remove many of the difficulties involved in the 
import trade with this market. The overseas observer, 
therefore, whether looking to Brazil for raw materials 
or for markets, has reason to anticipate an era ol 
stability and prosperity.

autumn of 1929 immediately following the departure of 
the Mission, the opportunities for the expansion of 
British trade to which Lord D’Abernon drew attention 
are still open, and the way has been cleared for a com- 
plete understanding of the advantages and opportuni- 
ties of a greater development in Anglo-Brazilian trade 
exchange. ‘The Mission accomplished much beside. In 
the first place it concentrated attention in the United 
Kingdom upon the potentiality of this market, and en- 
couraged British exporters to turn their attention to the 
study of the Republic’s peculiarities and requirements. 
It also achieved much by convincing Brazilian interests 
of the practical desire of H.M. Government to foster 
, closer economic relationship, and by concentrating 
oficial Brazilian attention upon the vast possibilities 
in our open markets for cotton, tobacco, fruit and meat, 
not to mention a variety of other products which Brazil 
produces. It is not without interest to note that a 
recent article in the premier Brazilian economic periodi- 
eal pointed out that the policy of commodity exchange 
advocated by Lord D’Abernon is found to accord 
exactly with the policy set forth more recently by the 
Provisional Government. 


Visit of the Master Cutler.*—In August Mr. A. K. 
Wilson, the Master Cutler, and a group of gentlemen 
representing the Sheffield industries, arrived in Rio de 
Janeiro as a special Trade Mission to study the market 
conditions, requirements and possibilities. The Mission 
was well received in official and commercial circles, and 
found ample opportunity to pursue its investigations 
into every phase of the importation and distribution of 
Shefheld wares. A practical and systematic study was 
conducted, and the Mission, having also visited Sao 
Paulo, left Brazil with a volume of detailed informa- 
tion which, placed at the disposal of the executives of 
the Sheffield industry, should result in improved trade. 


Herbert Whitworth, Limited, Scholars’ Visit and 
Reports.t —Passing from the Sheffield to the Manchester 
industries, mention must be made of the reports made 
by the two Herbert Whitworth, Limited, scholars, Mr. 
H. Roland Fothergill and Mr. R. Gow Stevenson, who 
spent nine weeks in Brazil engaged in an intensive 
study of the textile markets and industry from the point . 
of view of the Lancashire exporter. The reports made 
by these two gentlemen are deserving of the most care- 
iul study by firms interested in this market, and by 
sales representatives and travellers for Manchester

coods. 


The visits of expert representatives of individual 
industries and the wide distribution of their reports 
cannot fail to be of value to British exporters. 


Visits of Business Executives.—The above, however, 
are pioneer efforts, and it should never be forgotten that 
eficiency and safety in trading in Brazil depend upon 
detailed, exact and up-to-date knowledge of the prevail- 
ing conditions affecting each industry. Every British 
house doing business in Brazil, or hoping to do business, 
should study the market by means of frequent personal 
visits made by executive members of the firm. It is not 
suficient that these should pursue their investigations 
in published reports or at second hand. Knowledge of 
the effective means of reaching the market and supply- 
ing its peculiar requirements can only be obtained 
satisfactorily on the spot by directors and managers 
thoroughly conversant with, and controlling the policy 
of, the production and sales branches. Furthermore, it 
cannot be too often stated that the value of personal 
contact is paramount in enlisting the goodwill and re- 
taining the patronage of Brazilian customers. Friend- 
ship usually means more to the warm-blooded Latin 
than profits, and once this confidence is established by 
personal touch, loyalty takes the place of the ordinary 
business ties, and a valuable connection, outlasting the

cold exigencies and inevitable vicissitudes of buying 
and selling, is established. 


Import TRADE 


A combination of events, financial, industrial and 
political, contrived with cumulative effect throughout 
the year to bring about a drastic reduction in general 
purchasing power. The fall in receipts from the coffee 
movement in spite of an increase in volume, the declin- 
ing exchange, the industrial depression and unemploy- 
ment, and, finally, the general dislocation of business 
in consequence of the _ political disturbances in 
October, all conspired to reduce the volume of imports 
by aggravating credit troubles and by restricting the 
demand. Despite fractional rallies in isolated instances 
or districts, the placing of orders fell below the normal 
in practically all lines. 


Imports from the United Kingdom.—British trade 
has suffered much less as a result of the general depres- 
sion than that of its principal competitors—the United 
States and Germany—an indication of the relative 
stability and soundness of our export movement. With 
regard to the factors operating to restrict or expand the 
volume of British trade and the trade of foreign com- 
petitors respectively in this market, the reader could 
not do better than to refer to the published Report of 
the D’Abernon Mission which visited Brazil in Septem- 
ber, 1929. As this Report very clearly pointed out, the 
success of the trade of the United States has been 
largely built up in articles the demand for which arises 
from an increased standard of living, notably motor 
cars, radio sets, electric vacuum cleaners and ice boxes, 
eramophones and the like. During the past few 
months, however, the lack of purchasing power has 
brought about extraordinary decreases in imports of 
this nature. The imports of motor cars, for example, 
fell from over 51,600 ears in the first nine months of 
1929 to 1,578 during the same period this year. It is 
not to be expected that imports of these luxury articles 
will return to 1929 levels for some years, and meanwhile 
there is reason to hope that British manufacturers will 
be in a better position to compete, particularly in the 
sale of motor cars. Indeed, with the extraordinary im- 
provements in the models of British cars, the develop- 
ment of production methods and consequent reduction 
in prices, there is no reason why a reasonable degree of 
success should not attend the pioneering efforts of those 
British firms whose present plan of expansion includes 
an effort to enter this market. 


Export TRADE 


For the first nine months of 1930, as compared with 
the corresponding period in the previous year, Brazilian 
exports decreased in value approximately £18 million 
sterling (from £7271 to £54°6 million), in spite of an 
increase in tonnage of exports amounting to about 
15 per cent. Substantial increases occurred in the 
volume of the following exports:—Lard, meat, wool, 
cotton, rice, sugar, COCOd, coftee, bran, fruits, tobacco, 
tea (maté), maize, vegetable oil. Except for coffee, the 
value of these items also rose. In minerals the volume 
fell considerably with a slight increase in the value. In 
other words, the net fall in value of exports was due 
entirely to the low level of coffee prices. It is clear, 
therefore, that in terms of production considerable pro- 
gress is being made, and particularly in those items, 
which will eventually compensate for the loss ol 
national wealth from coffee production. 


While the majority of British firms interested in 
Brazilian trade are concerned primarily in the country's 
markets, the key to the whole question of the economic 
position of the Republic is to be found in a careful con- 
sideration of the exports; there also lies the secret o! 
the financial and exchange problems. It is, indeed, not 
too much to say that the future of the country depends 
upon the progress in production. The prime necessity 
is that the exports be increased, and to this end the 
fiscal and social policy of the Republic will be wisely 
directed.

The South American countries which export the 
most have the largest trade balances in spite of heavy 
imports, and are, in consequence, the most prosper- 
ous. The chief necessity in the export trade of Brazil 
is diversification ; dependence should not be placed upon 
one crop—for a failure of price or crop, both ever present 
possibilities, places the commercial position of the 
country in jeopardy. The financial difficulties of Brazil 
to-day result, in no small measure, from  over- 
dependence upon one crop—coffee, and, until another 
or several other export products are largely developed 
the country will not rest upon a sound economic basis. 
Fortunately, Brazil is well placed to diversify her pro- 
ducts, and by dint of a wise fiscal policy she can readily 
augment a number of her already established exports, 
notably cotton, meat, cacao, rice, sugar, vegetable oils 
and oil seed, lumber, and tropical and forest products. 
The majority of these, however, must be sold in the 
world market at world prices, and their successful ex- 
ploitation, therefore, demands the production of great 
quantities at low cost. 


MARKETING METHODS 


In general it seems apparent that British industry 
is prone to overlook the possibilities of this market. 
The truth is that, compared with other countries, even 
South American markets, modern Brazil as a market 
for imports is in a remarkably undeveloped state; once 
a period of real expansion takes place there will be 
hardly any limit to the demand for imports. When it 
is remembered that Brazil has twice the area of 
Argentina, Chile and Cuba together, and the greatest 
wealth and variety of natural resources of any country 
in South America, the possibility of increase in over- 
seas purchases will be recognised. Given favourable 
conditions, it is not by any means improbable that 
Brazilian foreign trade should increase fourfold during 
the coming 20 years. In the face of such possibilities 
it is obvious that the market is worthy of some study 
and some outlay in establishing an effective distribution 
system. 


The best alternative to the establishment of a branch 
is the employment of a commission house or import 
and export house with an establishment in the United 
Kingdom. Such firms are, however, not very numerous, 
and the majority are not likely to weleome new con- 
nections. The various alternative selling arrangements 
may be enumerated as follows :— 

Branch house of manufacturer. 


Factory representative attached to local import 


house. 

Travellers from home representing factory or home 
shipper. 

Local agent (exclusive representative). 

Commission firm with United Kingdom office. 


A few very pertinent suggestions which should be 
followed by firms new to the market, and by many 
already doing business in it, are the following :— 

Quote in the metric system. 


Correspond, and send catalogues, in the Portuguese 
language—never in Spanish. 

Arrange a distribution system to cover the whole 
market (see the section ‘‘ Marketing Districts ’’ in the 
Commercial Secretary’s Report). 

Watch the business indicators for each district, e.g., 
coffee stocks and prices in Rio, Santos (for Sao Paulo) ; 
cotton and sugar stocks and prices in Sao Paulo and 
Pernambuco; exchange rates, stock exchange sales in 
Rio, ete. 

Avoid mistakes in preparing shipping papers. If there 
is any doubt employ a forwarding agent experienced in 
the market. 


Make careful inquiries before granting credit. Both 
trade and bank enquiries are necessary. 

Avoid legal proceedings for debts of less than two 
hundred pounds. 
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VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR 
OVERSEAS TRADE 


FIRST QUARTER OF 1931 


The issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ dated April 16, included 
a review in some detail of the overseas trade of the 
United Kingdom during the first quarter of 1931, gg 
compared with the trade in the first and last quarter, 
of the preceding year, dealing specifically with certaip 
important classes of goods, details of the externa) 
trade in which are recorded by quantities in the 
monthly Trade Accounts.* 

In continuation of our quarterly series of article; 
dealing with the volume of the overseas trade of the 
United Kingdom, we now give, on pages 523 and 524. 
a comparison between the import and export trade of 
the first quarter of the year 1924, and the trade of the 
corresponding quarter of 1931, as revalued on the basis 
of the average values shown by the records of the earlier 
period. ‘These figures establish a relation between the 
volume of our external trade in the two quarters, 
eliminating the factor of price changes, and they also 
furnish an index of the aggregate effect of the altera- 
tions in prices which have taken place in the inter- 
vening seven years. By relating these data to similar 
data previously calculated in respect of preceding 
periods, we are enabled to review broadly the trend of 
our overseas trade on a quantitative basis and also the 
price variations experienced in that trade since 1924. 
The detailed results of the calculations establishing a 
comparison between the first quarter of 1924 and 1930 
were published in the ** B.T.J.’’ of May 1, 1930. 

It may be mentioned that, in order to complete 
these surveys of the various important classes of over- 
seas trade, it has been necessary to include estimates 
in respect of goods for which particulars of the quan- 
tities imported or exported are not recorded; such 
estimates relate, in most cases, to relatively minor 
parts of the groups affected. 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the first quarter of 
1931, at the average values of 1924, are summarised 
in the following table :—

Comparison with First Quarter of 1924.—On the 


basis of declared values, the external trade of the 
United Kingdom during the first quarter of 1931 was at 
a much lower level than in the corresponding period of 
1924. When, however, allowance is made for price 
changes during the intervening seven years, it is found 
that the volume of imports was 7:5 per cent. greater 
than in the first quarter of 1924. Domestic exports 
and exports of imported goods were, however, smaller 
in volume by 29-2 and 34-1 per cent. respectively. 

The average values of imports, domestic exports and 
re-exports were respectively 35:3, 25-0 and 33-0 per 
cent. lower than in the earlier period. 

Variations in the volume and average values of trade 
in the four quarters of 1930 and the expired quarter of 
the current year, as compared with the corresponding 
quarters of 1924, are shown in the following table.

ferrous metals group (32-6 per cent.) and the manufac- 
tured oils groups (81-1 per cent.). Manufactures of 
textile materials other than cotton, wool, and silk, and 
rubber manufactures, each showed a slight increase in 
average value over the 1930 figures, while there was a 
substantial increase in the case of the vehicles group.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—British exports of food, 
drink and tobaeco last quarter were about the same as 
in the corresponding quarter of 1924, but show a de- 
crease of 12 per cent. on last year’s figures. This 
decrease was due to a considerable decline in the mis- 
cellaneous food group and to the greater decline of 21-5 
per cent. in the quantity of tobacco exported. The ex- 
ports of tobacco were, however, about 60 per cent. 
more than in 192 Average values in this class have 
declined by 12-4 per cent., as compared with a year 
ago, and were 28 per cent. below those of 1924. 


Raw Materials.—In this class, the reduction in 
volume as compared with last year amounted to 28-7 
per cent., and as compared with 1924 to nearly 35 per 
cent. The reduction since last year was primarily due 
to a decrease of about 31 per cent. in the quantity of 
coal exported, but there was also a reduction of nearly 
24 per cent. in the amount of raw wool exported, while, 
as compared with 1924, exports of coal decreased by 

1-5 per cent. and those of raw wool by 58°8 per cent. 
Average values in this class declined generally during 
the past year, except for the wood and timber group, 
the smallest reduction (5-5 per cent.) being in the case 
of coal. Average values of the raw wool exported de- 
clined by nearly 40 per cent., and for the class as a 
whole the reduction in average values was 12-5 per cent. 
as compared with 1930, and 38 per cent. as compared 
with 1924. 


Manufactured Articles.—Comparing the figures for 
last quarter with those of a year earlier, there was, in 
respect of articles wholly or mainly manufactured, 
greater decline in volume and a smaller decline in 
average values than was recorded in respect of either 
food, drink and tobacco or raw materials. The decline 
in average values of manufactured articles as a whole 
was 8-5 per cent.; one group showed a fall greater than 
20 per cent., viz., the non-ferrous metals group, with 
a decline of 29 per cent.; in regard to the textile groups, 
the decline varied from about. 13 to 19 per cent.; while 
iron and steel, machinery, and cutlery, hardware, etc., 
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each showed a slight increase in average values. Ag 
compared with 1924, average values of exports of manu. 
factured articles declined by nearly 24 per cent., and 
machinery was the only group to show an increase. 

The reduction in the volume of exports of manufac. 
tured articles since last year was 33:3 per cent., the 
reduction as compared with the first quarter of 1924 
being rather less, viz., 30°5 per cent. No group showed 
an increase over last year’s figures, but, as shown ip 
the table on page 524, there were several groups in 
which there was an increase as compared with the first 
quarter of 1924. For some of the more important groups

For the vehicles group, there was a decline of 183 
per cent. in volume of exports as compared with 1930, 
and an increase of 91 per cent. as compared with the 
first quarter of 1924, in which quarter the quantity 
exported was abnormally low. 





QUARTERLY MOVEMENTS IN THE AVERAGE VALUES AND 
VoLUME OF OuR Imports AND Iixports 

The estimates of our trade at the average values pre- 
vailing at earlier periods which have been used in the 
preceding paragraphs are based on a comparison of 
corresponding quarters in the years under considera- 
tion. In order to obtain a basis for comparing changes 
in average values in consecutive quarters, the trade of 
each quarter of the base year, 1924, was recalculated 
at the average values for the whole year. The follow- 
ing table shows the movement of the average values of 
imports and exports from quarter to quarter in 1924, 
and also in more recent quarterly periods, as related to 
average values during the entire year 1924. The Board 
of Trade Index Number of Wholesale Prices is shown 
for purposes of comparison :—

In considering the movements in volume of our over- 
seas trade from quarter to quarter which are shown in 
the above table, due weight must be attached to normal 
seasonal variations in the volume of external trade. 
Before the war, imports were, on the average, lowest in 
volume in the second and third quarters of the year, 
higher in the first quarter, and highest in the last 
quarter. The volume of British exports was, on the 


whole, lowest in the first quarter, and increased in sub- 


sequent quarters. It may be noted that the annual 
value of goods transhipped under bond (which are ex- 
cluded from the records of imports and re-exports) has 
been increasing in recent years. 


In regard to British exports it will be noted that 
there was a large decrease in volume amounting to 12°5 
per cent. between the first and the second quarters of 
1930; for the next two quarters the decline as compared 
with the preceding quarter was about 2°7 per cent.; 
and for the first quarter of this year as compared with 
the last quarter of 1930 there was again a very large 
decline, viz., 16°3 per cent., some small part of which 
may be seasonal. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
britain from postal traffic per working day for each 
month from January, 1930, to March, 1931, are shown 
below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, Savings 
Bank and Money and Postal Order business are 
excluded. The value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamp and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures are an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage.

Corresponding figures for earlier months from 
January, 1924, were given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of 
July 19, 1928, and January 23, 1930. As shown in 
the“ B.T.J.’’ for January 29 last, the figures for 1930 
Were, during the last three months of that year, less 
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than those for the corresponding months of 1929, the 
nercentage reduction becoming greater from month to 
month. The movement continued into January, for 
which month the percentage reduction was substan- 
tially greater than in December. A recovery was 
shown in the l’ebruary figures, and this has continued 
into March, for which month the figures were 1-9 per 
cent. higher than a year ago and 4-2 per cent. higher 
than those for March, 1929.

From the above table it will be seen that the aggre- 
cate output of coal was lower in February, 1931, than 
in January, 1931, or February, 1930, for all the coun- 
tries shown. Compared with a year ago, the February 
output shows the greatest reduction in the case o! 
Germany (20 per cent.). For the Saar district the 
reduction was 18 per cent., and for Poland, France and 
Belgium 7, 5 and 4 per cent. respectively. Fer the 
United States the February coal output was smaller 
than that of a year earlier by 19 per cent., and for 
the United Kingdom by 18 per cent. 

Further information respecting the number of days 
worked during February in Belgium, Poland and the 
United States shows that the rate of output, as 
measured by the average daily output, was lower than 
in the previous month. The coal production in 
Belgium averaged 92,430 tons per working day in Feb- 
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ruary, as compared with 92,500 tons in January and 
93,620 tons in February, 1930. For Poland the corre- 
sponding averages were 119,090 tons, 136,160 tons and 
122,580 tons. In the United States the tonnage of 
bituminous coal produced daily averaged 1,173,000 tons 
n February, as compared with 1,308,000 tons in 
January and 1,478,000 tons in February, 1930; the 
corresponding average daily tonnages for anthracite 
were 204,900 tons, 211,400 tons and 234,000 tons. 
Stocks of coal at pit-head in seloium increased 
further during February. 
h: 's been from 709,000 tons at the end of February, 
19 to 2,596,000 tons at the end of January, 193i, 
an to 2,666,000 tons a month later. In the case of 
Poland, stocks at pit-head also increased during the 
month of February from 1,563,000 tons to 1,724,000 
tons, but were less than at the end of February, 1930, 
when they amounted to 1,836,000 tons.

Although the returns for February show that pig 
iron output in the aggregate was lower as compared 
with January in all the countries named, the rate of 
output (as measured by the average daily tonnage 
produced) was higher with the exception of Belgium 
ind Germany, where further reductions of 1-6 per cent.

From the above table it will be seen that in all the 
Continental Iuropean countries shown the February 
production of steel ingots and castings was below that 
recorded for January. In the United States, however, 
steel ingot output, and in the United Kingdom the out- 
put of steel ingots and castings, showed further expan- 
sion, notwithstanding the shorter length of the month, 
monthly aggregates which were the highest since 
October last being recorded. Compared with a year 
ago, the total outputs for February show reductions ol 
37 per cent., 88 per cent. and 35 per cent. for the 
United Kingdom, the United States and Germany 
respectively ; of 29 per cent. and 25 per cent. for 
Belgium and Luxemburg; and of 20 per cent. and 10 
per cent. for the Saar District and France. 

The returns for Germany and the United States also 
give particulars of the number of working days and the 
average daily output for each math.

The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares declined 
by 3,822,852 and those at standard or ordinary fares by 
1,917,042.

Of the total shipments of 77,000 tons Japan took 37,400 
tons, or 48 per cent., the United Kingdom 8,400 tons, or 
11 per cent., Italy 8,000 tons, China 6,600 tons, Germany 
5,400 tons, Belgium 4,700 tons and France 3,100 tons, while 
the remainder went mainly to Spain and the Netherlands. 
Shipments of raw jute recorded a decrease of 7,000 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 93 lakhs in value. Exports of oilseeds 
increased by 54,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 4 lakhs in 
value: groundnuts recorded an increase of 46,000 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 10 lakhs in value. There were also 
increased exports of cotton seed. Shipments of lac fell by 
24,000 cwts. in quantity and by Rs. 40 lakhs in value. 
Exports of raw hides and skins declined from 3,800 tons, 
valued at Rs. 52 lakhs, to 2,800 tons, valued at Rs. 36 
lakhs. Other important declines were in manganese ore 
(— Rs. 17 lakhs) and in raw rubber (— Rs. 8 lakhs). 
Manufactured goods fell by Rs. 2,44 lakhs to Rs. 3,33 
lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped contracted from 
39 millions in February, 1930, to 26 millions in February, 
1931, and the value from Rs. 1,38 lakhs to Rs. 74 lakhs.

In women’s felt hats (fur and wool), semi-trimmed and 
uitrimmed, approximately 90 per cent. is imported from 
the United Kingdom. In children’s felt hats (fur and wool) 
Italy supplies approximately 80 per cent., mostly of wool 
felts, and the United Kingdom 2 per cent., both wool and 
fur, but mostly of the latter. 


The existing preference among men of all classes for felt 
hats has almost completely driven men’s straw hats off this 
market. The more general use of motor cars, which are 
usually driven with the hood up, has also lessened the need 
helmets and has stimulated the demand for felt 
hats, not only among motorists but also, by force of imita- 
‘ion, among pedestrians. It is doubtful, however, whether 
much room for further expansion. On the other 
hand, the growing practice of the young better-to-do men 
f going about bareheaded after five o’clock in the after- 
noon, and some of them, especially owners of cars, through- 
ut the day, is calculated to affect adversely the demand for

As regard’s women’s hats, there is a demand among all 
lasses for felt hats, mostly wool felts, but the demand for 
straw hats is considerably larger. Here again the growing 
ractice among girls and young women of discarding hats 
iter sundown and during hours of recreation has to be 
iken into account. There is not a large demand for felt 
hats for children, and what exists is confined almost exclu- 
sively to wool felts for boys. 


Usually English firms pack very well, but it should be 

ted that it would be advisable to improve all packing by 
using larger boxes or crates than those used at present. 
Needless to say, it is of the highest importance that hats 
should retain their shape in transit. It is considered that

FOREIGN 
BRAZIL 
MARKET FOR GALVANISED WIRE 


There is no production of galvanised wire in Brazil, 
though a number of firms are drawing wire of other types, 
brass and copper wire for example, states a *Report based 
con information supplied by the Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy at Rio de Janeiro. The firm of Belga 
Mineira, which produces pig iron and _ steel from local 
sources in its mills at Sabara, in the State of Minas Geraes, 
is expecting to establish wire factories in the near future 
for the production of all the steel wires required in the 
Republic. It is unlikely that any production of barbed wire 
will be attempted, but there is every likelihood that the 
market for imported plain galvanised wire will shortly be 
progressively reduced as the Belga Mineira develops its 
output. 

The existence of local production as a competitor to 
imported wire is, however, of little significance except in 
the markets of Rio de Janeiro and Sao Paulo. Owing to 
the high cost of internal and coastal transport the products 
of a factory in Minas Geraes would probably not even 
attempt to compete with imported supplies in the Northern 
States, the Amazon Valley and in the extreme South. 

import figures by countries are given in an appendix to 
the Report. The plain wire category includes all types of 
iron and steel wire as well as galvanised. Judging from 
orders for nail wire known to have been placed by the Rio 
firms it may be regarded as certain that at least half the 
plain wire imported is for making nails. 

Round section galvanised wire is used chiefly for baling 
and telegraph purposes. Having regard, however, to the 
enormous extent of Brazil and the vast areas of agricul- 
tural land the demand is comparatively small—wire fencing 
is not utilised to anything like the extent of its employ-

tant to take note of the fact, however, that in order to 
reduce the cost of fencing wire to the agricultural i interests, 
the Government permit the entry of oval section plain gal. 
vanised wire up to 6 mm. greatest and 4 mm. smallest 
diameter at the same rate as barbed wire, whereas the 
duty upon round section galvanised wire is the same as that 
upon plain nail or other wire. British manufacturers 
should, therefore, quote wire for fencing in oval section, 


Buyers and importers of wire plain and barbed are 
guided by price considerations first and last. Several of 
the British firms of merchant importers would turn to 
British material to-morrow if the prices were competitive, 
The only firms likely to consider quality before price are a 
few British enterprises buying for their own needs, chiefly 
railway companies. If the price of British-made wire; 
could be reduced to within, say, 10 per cent. of Belgian 
prices there would be an immediate increase in British 
imports. Brazilian firms are inclined to assume from past 
experience that British prices are far too high, and they 
now give the matter no consideration. If approached with 
quotations approximating to those from Continental 
sources they might reconsider their policy. 


COLOMBIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN _ 1930 


According to the Anglo-Colombian Chamber of Com- 
merce in London imports into Colombia last year were 
valued at 57,546,000 pesos and exports from the Republic 
at 143,960,000 pesos. In previous years the imports prac- 
tically balanced the exports, but last year the former were 
reduced by about a half. Included among the exports were 
19,113,106 barrels of oil, valued at 26,300,236 pesos. 
Kixports of coffee totalled 3,292,923 bags—the highest for 
any year—as compared with 2,863,171 bags in 1929. 

Imports from the United States in 1930 were valued at 
25,124,000 pesos, against 49 million pesos in 1929, and 
exports to the United States at 97,140,000 pesos, agaiust 
104 million pesos. 


ECUADOR 


GENERAL MACHINERY AND 
APPARATUS 


Machinery and apparatus of all kinds, including agricul- 
tural and electrical, is a comparatively large item of 
Kcuadorean imports, representing in 1928 about 10 per 
cent. of the total imports. The value of such imports 
during that year was £365,854, of which £66,490 repre- 
sented electrical machinery, apparatus and fittings. Of 
this total the United States supplied £218,082 and Germany 
£58,273. Great Britain’s share was only £27,494. Belgium 
and Sweden each supplied about £27,000. 

The notable difference between the amounts of American 
and German machinery as compared with British is un- 
doubtedly the result of the greater activity displayed by 
the former, their adequate local representation and the 
constant visits of expert travellers, and last, but by no 
means of the least importance, the credit facilities 
granted, which often extend over a period of one or two 
years. 


TRADE IN 


Ecuador being a country where there are only a limited 
number of mechanical and electrical engineers, and in any 
case none engaged in commerce, it is very difficult for a 
manufacturer to obtain the services of a local agent with 
technical knowledge. There are, however, a few commis- 
sion agents who have, after many years of handling 
machinery, acquired a fair knowledge of the trade, but in 
most cases these already represent German or American 
manufacturers. 


The best means by which British machinery manufac- 
turers could enter this market would be by se nding expert 
travelling representatives to study the requirements of the 
market and arrange the question of local representation. 


THe Market’s REQUIREMENTS 


The requirements of this market may be judged from the 
existing industries in Ecuador, which comprise the mant- 
facture of :—Cotton and woollen textiles; sugar; flour: 
hoots and shoes; hulled rice and coffee; beer and ice; 
aerated waters; biscuits and confectionery; buttons; 
furniture; sawn and planed wood; soap; butter and cheese; 
cement ; candles ; cigarettes ; brooms; petrol; and floor tiles. 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


In addition to machinery, etc., for the above industries, 
there is a demand on a somewhat larger scale for agricul- 
ral machinery, road-making equipments, and machine 
tools. 

In view of the recent development of the oil industry of 
feuador, the demand for drilling machinery is rapidly 
nereasing and the chief companies operating, the Anglo- 
Reuadorean QOilfields, Limited, and the Ecuador Oilfields, 
Limited, buy an average of over three-quarters of a million 
scres (about £30,000) of equipment per annum. At 
present, the bulk of the drilling machinery is imported 
from the United States. There are undoubtedly many 
articles of equipment which Great Britain is in an excellent 
position to supply and its share would increase if manu- 
facturers were to keep in constant touch with the stores 
lepartments of the above companies, supplying them with 
eatalogues, price lists and full specifications of their 
machinery. 

With regard to industrial machinery, the demand is 
rather small, being limited to partial and occasional 
renewal of the machinery already installed. 

The sale of printing machinery and parts thereof is of 
relative importance, but, as with practically all other 
machinery, repeat orders are placed almost exclusively with 
the manufacturers who supplied the original installation, 
ind hence it would appear essential that British manufac- 
turers do everything possible and grant all facilities when 
the installation of a new plant is contemplated. Some 
valuable British ‘‘ offset ’’ printing machines were recently 
purchased and installed by the Ecuadorean Government in 
its printing plant, which is the largest and most complete 
in the country. It is understood that several other orders 
from private printers are being placed after they have 
hd an opportunity of seeing the machinery in operation. 

The reason why the British share in electrical machinery 
is very small is undoubtedly due to the fact that no local 
British enterprise exists in Ecuador either owning or con- 
trolling electric supply undertakings or prepared to erect 
new undertakings under contract for account of the Govern- 
ment or municipal bodies, and it is evident that unless 
British firms have the opportunity of constructing or con- 
trolling power plants in Keuador there is little prospect of 
marketing large electrical machinery of British origin. The 
opening would appear to be limited chiefly to wire, fittings, 
mall motors and generators and domestic and industrial 
appliances. 

There are numerous private concerns, such as textile and 
sugar mills, who have their own power plants and it seems 
that this portion of the market is the one that should be 
tapped by British manufacturers. Electricity is being in- 
creasedly employed in all parts of the country and the 
sale of domestic appliances such as irons, grills, heaters, 
kettles and fans is likewise on the increase.

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FINLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1930 


(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation) 


HELSINGFORS. 


The foreign trade of Finland during 1930 showed a 
balance of exports over imports of approximately 150 
million Finnish marks. Only in 1922 and 1924 was a more 
favourable balance achieved. In 1928 there was an adverse 
halanee of 1,768 million F. mks. and in 1929 an adverse 
balance of 590 million F. mks. 


The principal causes of this great improvement are to be 
found in the prevailing economic depression, with its con- 
tributing factors of money shortage and abstention from 
enterprise, which reduced the demand for foreign goods. 
‘The decline in prices was, moreover, much more marked 
as regards imported goods than for exported goods, or 
17-8 per cent. as against 6°6 per cent. ‘Thus imports were 
reduced by 1,753 million F. mks. over 1929, but exports by 
only 1,032 million F. mks., of which amount 857 million 
I’. mks. was in respect of timber goods. It should be borne 
in mind that the adverse trend in the timber market did not 
make itself felt to its fullest extent during 1930 (but will 
during 1931), and on the other hand the enforcement of a 
higher Customs tariff for 1931 considerably stimulated 
imports at the end of 1930. 


When considering the economic position of Finland on the 
basis of foreign trade figures, it should be noted that the 
total turnover of foreign trade decreased from approxi- 
mately 14,258 millon F. mks. in 1928 to 13,431 million 
F. mks. in 1929 and to only 10,646 million F. mks. in 1930, 
or by more than 25 per cent., and at the same time imports 
decreased from 8,013 million F. mks. in 1928 to 7,001 million 
KF. mks. in 1929 and 5,248 million F. mks. in 1930, or by 
approximately 35 per cent. 


This reduction was due not only to falling prices but also 
to an actual decrease in the quantity of imports, as is shown 
hy the fact that from index figures compiled by the Customs 
Administration it is seen that the reduction in the prices 
of imported goods was only 17-8 per cent., as compared 
with the reduction of 35 per cent. in the value of imports. 
it is clear that a decrease of this nature of imports of raw 
materials and articles of consumption can hardly take place 
unless all branches of economy, enterprise and industry are 
suffering serious hardship and the standard of life is 
inking.

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TRADE WITH PRINCIPAL FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


The order of the countries which supplied Finland with 
foreign goods remained unchanged. Germany furnished 
36-9 per cent., against 38:3 per cent. in 1929 and 37 per 
cent. in 1928. Great Britain supplied 13-6 per cent., against 
13 per cent. in 1929 and 12-4 per cent. in 1928, which shows 
an improvement of 0-6 per cent. annually. The United 
States, on the other hand, supplied only 12-2 per cent. in 
1930, as against 12-5 per cent. in 1929 and 14-7 per cent. in 
1928. 


Great Britain remained by far the largest purchaser of 
Finnish goods, taking 38-8 per cent. of total Finnish exports 
against 38 per cent. in 1929 and 35-4 per cent. in 1928, 
whereas Germany’s share decreased to 12-4 per cent. from 
14:4 per cent. and 15-8 per cent. respectively. It may be 
noted that, whereas foreign trade with all other countries 
decreased, it increased with the Soviet Union owing to the 
fact that Finland bought timber in 1930 to a value of 76 
million F. mks. from the Soviet Union against 40 million 
F. mks. in 1929; the Soviet Union, on the other hand, 
bought more products of the paper and metal industries and 
ordered boats from Finnish shipyards.

he increase in Customs duties as trom January 1, 1931, 
with the preliminary increases as trom November 15, 1930, 
caused an abnormal rise in imports of certain goods during 
the period October-December, and imports exceeded exports 
by 96-2 million F. mks. in November and by 41-6 million 
F. mks. in December. Imports during the early months of 
1931 will therefore probably be small, but a similar trend 
was observed last year after an excess of imports in 
December, 1929, of 81:6 million F. mks. 


VOLUME or IMPORTS 


The most important decrease was in respect of cereals. 
In spite of the abnormally large imports in October and 
November, caused by the impending increase of Customs 
duties, the total quantity of imported rye was only 41 per 
cent. of that of the previous year. Imports of wheat during 
1930 were about 80 per cent. of those of 1929, the decrease 
being due chiefly to the duties imposed as from January 1, 
1930. As at the same time prices fell off during the year, 
the total c.i.f. value of the entire cereal group was reduced 
by more than 50 per cent. As a result of Customs specula- 
tion, imports of sugar, coffee and leaf tobacco were very 
considerable, though the c.i.f. value did not attain the 
figures of 1929. During the last quarter of 1930 about 
50,000 tons of sugar were imported. Coffee and tobacco 
stocks have also been far larger than normally. The agricul- 
tural depression was clearly reflected in reduced imports of 
fodder and fertilisers, particularly oil cake. Smaller imports 
of agricultural machinery were due to the shortage of money 
among agriculturists. Imports of complete automobiles 
totalled only 1,639, against 3,237 in 1929 and 6,701 in 1928. 
or less than 25 per cent. in 1930 of the number imported in 
1928. The reduction in imports of textiles is also note- 
worthy. The large reduction in imports of raw materials, 
particularly for the spinning industries, was, of course, due 
to restricted production. Hides and unglazed bricks formed 
an exception, but the increased duties in force in 1931 will 
no doubt reduce imports of these goods.

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SWEDEN 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 1930-31 
(From the Consul-General for Sweden in London) 

Economic conditions in Sweden were fairly satisfactory 
up to the summer of 1930, but from June onwards signs of 
a decrease in production and sales and an increase in unem- 
ployment presented themselves more clearly. At first the 
export industries were chiefly affected. During the autumn 
industries working for the home market began to feel the 
effect of strained economic conditions, but at the end of the 
year the position of these industries was, on the whole, 
better than that of the export trade. 

Foreign trade declined in value in comparison with 1929, 
but as exports had been affected by the depression at an 
earlier stage, export figures showed a more pronounced 
decline. Consequently, 1930 terminated with an import 
surplus amounting, according to preliminary calculations, to 
102,700,000 kronor. The year 1929 showed an export surplus 
of 29 million kr. 

The Riksbank reduced the Bank rate in three stages from 
5 to 3) per cent. during the first half of 1930, in consequence 
of the falling tendency on the international money markets. 
The last-mentioned rate, which ruled from April 3, remained 
unchanged until the end of the year. The continued fall in 
the international level of interest caused the Riksbank to 
lower its rate further from February 6, 1931, to 3 per cent., 
the lowest rate which has ever been recorded in Sweden. 

On the Stock Exchange the present year has not been 
accompanied by the hoped-for improvement. On the con- 
trary, the month of January was particularly disappointing, 
with generally falling quotations. This applied in the first 
place to the so-called Kreuger securities and to engineering 
and timber shares; also, although to a lesser extent, to shares 
in shipping, banks and factories working for the home 
market. In February, however, certain signs of recovery 
began to appear, proceeding from the New York Exchange 
and affecting principally the shares of the Kreuger group. 


TimMBer, Putp AND IRON 

The Swedish timber market during 1930 was characterised 
by diminished sales and weak prices. The total shipments— 
about 984,000 standards—were about 200,000 standards less 
than in 1929. This falling-off was due, apart from the 
general depression, to the increasing competition from 
Russia. Prices, which had been maintained during the first 
few months of the year at almost the same level as during 
the late autumn of 1929, began to fall during the summer, 
and at the end of the year were 10 to 15 per cent. lower. 

The pulp industry experienced both reduced sales and 
falling prices. The decline in exports was not, however, as 
pronounced as in the case of timber. The trend of prices 
was unfavourable, especially for chemical pulp. The quota- 
tions for both sulphite and sulphate pulp fell consistently 
during the whole year, and at the end of December the level 
was about 25 to 40 per cent. lower than at the end of ihe 
preceding year. Developments were somewhat more favour- 
able for mechanical pulp, as the decline was only 10 to 12 
per cent. 

The year 1930 brought with it a weakening in the position 
of the iron industry, which made itself increasingly felt in 
the course of the year. To begin with, the decline chiefly 
affected exports, while sales on the home market were satis- 
factory. In the autumn, however, the consumption of iron 
in the country also began to decline, and as heavy falls in 
prices took place at the same time on the international 
market, foreign competition, which was already disturbing, 
became still keener. 

Freight rates, which had been weak or uncertain during 
the greater part of 1930, began to show some improvement 
after November. Thus the total index figure (1913 = 100) 
rose from 101 in October to 112 in January, 1931, the in- 
crease being about the same both for inward and outward 
freights. 


TURKEY 


MARKETS FOR ELECTRICAL CONTRACTORS’ 
SUPPLIES 

It was only with the grant of a concession to a Belgian 
company for the electrification of Istanbul some years after 
the Constitution was declared in 1908 that the use of electric 
power was introduced into the country. For a number of 
years, in fact up to the time of the institution of the 
Nationalist regime, little progress was made beyond Istanbul. 
Under the Nationalists, however, and with the systematic 
westernisation of the country, the use of electric power has 
gradually developed; other towns, under the auspices of 
active municipalities and governors, have been supplied with 
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electric power, and there is no doubt that very gradually 
most of the important towns in the interior of the country 
and along its littoral will possess their own power stations, ° 

There is, therefore, a wide field for activity, and even jy 
towns like Istanbul, Ankara, Izmir, Trabzon, Samsup. 
Adana and Mersin, already possessing electric power, thers 
is a great deal to be done, and if British manufacture) 
desire to obtain a share in the existing market for electrica] 
supplies of all descriptions a close study of the methods anq 
activities of their foreign competitors is most necessary,

GERMANY 


AGRICULTURAL DUTIES: 
POWERS 
By a German Law of April 15, 1930 (see the “ B.T.J.”’ o1 
May 4%, 1930 [pages 643-5]), the Government of the Reich 
were empowered until March 31, 1931, to increase or 
decrease the Customs duties on rye, wheat and spelt, barley 
oats and peas, if movements in the prices of these preducts 
rendered it necessary. By a Law dated March 28, 1931, the 
validity of this authorisation is extended to March 31, 
1932. 


GOVERNMENT 


The new Law further empowers the Government to alter 
the Customs treatment for any products enumerated in the 
first section (Agricultural Produce and Foodstuffs) of the 
German Customs Tariff. 

The Government must use their powers to remove the 
disproportion between the index for agricultural products 
and that for other goods, and should bring the index for 
agricultural products to a figure in keeping with the index 
for materials necessary for agricultural production. 

If, however, the Reich index number for food published 
by the Statistical Office rises above 133, and if this index 
remains above 133 for four months, the Government of the 
Reich shall take such measures, including the reduction of 
Customs duties, as will affect prices in such a way that 
the index falls to or below 133. 


Imrort Bonp SYSTEM 


The Law of April 15, 1930 (see above) authorised the 
Government of the Reich, until March 31, 1931, to fix the 
value of import bonds on export of grain and pulse, grain 
and pulse gor live pigs, pig meat (Tariff No. 108) and 
hams, etc., in hermetically sealed receptacles. The Law of 
March 28, 1931. extends the validity of this authorisation 
to March 31, 1932, and also adds wood to the list of articles 
on the exportation of which the issue of import bonds may 
he authorised by the Government.

KIGHTH INTERNATIONAL MOTOR SHOW, 
GENEVA 


The Department of Overseas Trade have received the 
following Report from H.M. Consul at Geneva regarding 
the above Show, which was held from March 6 to 15. 

There were approximately 83,000 visitors, which compares 
very favourably with last year’s numbers. 

Motor cars of 65 makes were shown this year, being a 
small decrease on previous years owing to a falling off of 
American cars. France headed the list with 22 makes, 
the United States was second with 18, and Great Britain 
third with nine. Germany had seven, Italy four, Belgium 
three, and Austria and Switzerland one each. 


A noticeable feature was the almost uniform body work 
adopted by nearly all manufacturers except the British. 
The American body lines are now considered as standard on 
the Continent, and it is suggested that to get on the 
market British manufacturers should cease aiming at 
individuality and go for uniformity and adopt flowing 
stream-line designs. The only open touring cars shown were 
sports models, 

A very interesting car was the General Motors Germat- 
manufactured Opel. This car, a light six cylinder, was 
priced at 4,750 Swiss francs. This is a direct attack by 
America on the European light h.p. car, and may have cot- 
siderable effect on British manufacturers. 


It is worthy of note that Great Britain held third place 
for the number of makes shown, and it is to be hoped that 
it will be possible to continue to make a good display 4 
Geneva. 

In the motor cycle section, Great Britain was again pre- 
dominant, but Continental manufacturers are now Very 
carefully copying British design and construction and every 
effort will have to be made in the future to keep tlie 
position that is now held.

DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL: 
CREPE BANDAGES AND BINDERS 
The following is the text of a draft Order-in-Council laid 
before Parliament in pursuance of Section 7 of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926 :—

The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Merchan- 
dise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5. c. 53), it is provided 
that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any class or 
description has on a reference from the appropriate depart- 
ment been held by a committee appointed for the purposes 
of the said Act and the report of the committee on the 
maiter has been taken into consideration by the depart- 
ment, that department may, unless it appears to them that 
the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods of that 
class or description for use or consumption in the United 
Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an 
indication of origin, make a representation to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that an Order should be made under the 
said Section 2 and His Majesty in Council may thereupon, 
subject to the provisions of the said Act, make an Order 
prohibiting the sale or the exposure for sale in the United 
Kingdom of imported goods of that class or description 
unless they bear an indication of origin: 


And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the 
said Section an enquiry in relation to the class or descrip- 
tion of goods to which the present Order relates, has on 
reference from the appropriate department, namely, the 
Board of Trade (hereinafter called the Board), been held 
by a committee appointed for the purposes of the said Act 
and the report of that committee has been taken into con- 
sideration by the Board: 


And whereas it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 

















other parts of His Majesty’s dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if the goods described in this 
Order imported for use or consumption in the United 
Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an 
indication of origin, and the Board have accordingly made 
representations to His Majesty that it is desirable that an 
Order should be made under the said Section 2: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice oi 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Section and of all other powers enabling 
Him in that behalf, is pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows :— 

1. Tt shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported crepe bandage or crepe 
hinder made of wool, cotton, silk, artificial silk or mixtures 
thereof, unless it bears an indication of origin. 

2. The indication of origin shall be applied to each 
article by stamping or printing in a contrasting colour 
either 

(i) where the bandage or binder is surrounded by 4 
band or other wrapper: on the outer surface of 
the band or wrapper, or on a label securely 
attached or affixed thereto; or 


(ii) where there is no band or wrapper: on a label 
securely attached or affixed to the bandage or 
binder. 


3. Where a bandage or binder is sold or exposed for sale 
in a carton the indication of origin of the bandage or binder 
shall also be applied to each article by stamping and print- 
ing in a contrasting colour on the carton. 


4. Nothing in this Order shall apply to crepe mourning 
bands and armlets. 

5. Goods to which this Order applies shall bear the 
indication of origin herein provided on exposure for sale 
wholesale, whether or not the person so exposing the goods 
is a wholesale dealer. 


6. Nothing in this Order shall require any goods to which 
it applies to bear an indication of origin at the time of 
importation. 


7. This Order shall come into force at the expiration of 
three months from the date hereof. 

8. (a) This Order may be cited as the Merchandise Marks 
(Imported Goods) No. 11 Order, 1931. 


(b) The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to the inter- 
pretation of this Order as it applies to the interpretation of 
an Act of Parliament.

THIRD CENSUS OF PRODUCTION, 1924 
THE FOOD, DRINK AND TOBACCO TRADES 
AND THE CLOTHING TRADES 


The second of the series of volumes containing the 
inal Report on the Third Census of Production, 1924, 
was issued on April 20. This volume is divided into 
0 sections, the first consisting of separate reports 
on those trades which are concerned with the manu- 
lacture of foodstuffs (including certain cattle, dog, 
poultry and other animal foods), drink (except the 
supply of water for household and trade purposes) and 
tobacco; the second consisting of separate reports on 
the trades engaged in the manufacture of clothing and 
ccessories to clothing, and the laundry, cleaning and 
dyeing trades. 

The reports are, in general, arranged on a uniform 
basis and give separate consideration to the subjects of 
production, employment, wages and power equipment; 
‘he more important trades such as grain milling, bread 
ind biscuit baking, the manufacture of clothing and 
iillinery, and boot and shoe making, receive rather 
more detailed treatment than the others. Summarised 
results of the 1907 Census and, in a few eases, of that 
' 1912 have been included in each report for com- 
parative purposes. Tables appended to each report 
tow, in detail, the results of the 1924 Census, giving 
separate particulars for England and Wales, Scotland 
nd Northern Ireland, in so far as this has been found 
practicable without disclosing information relating to 
the business of individual firms.

PREVENTION OF PATTERN STAINING 
OF PLASTERS 


The appearance on plaster walls and ceilings of dark 
stains reproducing more or less completely the pattern 
of the lathing or other construction, in or immediately 
behind the plaster, is well known to architects and 
builders. Pattern staining has been the subject of very 
many enquiries addressed to the Building Research 
Station. The investigation of the causes of this dis- 
figurement has not involved research of an original 
character. The trouble is largely due to phenomena 
already known to physical science. 

The main object of the experiments described in a 
recently issued * Bulletin has been, therefore, to devise 
practical means of preventing this type of staining. 
Although they have been carried out on a small scale in 
the laboratory there is no reason to doubt that the con- 
clusions derived from their results can be effectively 
applied in practice. The investigation has clearly indi- 
cated the precautions to be taken in new building 
work.
